town,

troops and re-took it. The revolution- 
ists then retired to a stronghold in the 
neighborhood. The minister of war has 
proceeded there, with other troops, 
and will take severe measures to re- 
establish order. The Dominican con- 
gress has decreed martial law through- 
out the whole republic, and constitu- 
tional privileges will be suspended.

This 
measure 
contemplates 
the 


privilege of exchanging books between 
libraries, at the pound rate of postage, 
under certain regulations. This would 
enable the state library to make it a 
central agency and clearing house for 
a system of general circulation, at the 
lowest practicable expense, compris- 
ing the federated free public libraries 
ot the stale, and would inaugurate a 
valuable system of handy and inexpen- 
sive exchanges of the more substantial 
classes of books between the local li- 
braries, thus enabling educational in- 
stitutions in many sections of the com- 
monwealth, and 
special students in 


various lines of serious investigation, 
to have not only the best, but all the 
local 
biographical 
resources 
easily 


available, and would prove economi- 
cal, 
inasmuch as the duplication of 


costly, voluminous and cumbersome 
works of reference, and 
official and 


governmental publications, would be 
unnecessary in different libraries. 


Exchanges of this kind have been 


tried by express, but, the aggregate ex- 
pense is large, the cost of sending and 
returning books in any instance, being 
in the neighborhood of forty cents, 
while any book from any library could 
be forwarded by mail to any person 
in the state at from 
two to 
twelve 


cents.

Aud not only Is the power thus ascrib- 
ed, but lo the poor mentally it Imparts 
knowledge and, nbo\o all, prepares 
the oliu- eyed prince for a loug and 
luxurious sojourn on earth. 


In fart, the ginseng root is almost 


sacred to the Chinaman of lire tipper 
class, and to present It to one's friend 
U a homage difficult of appreciation 
by the soiw of the west who gather It 
hi the v\oods. The entire growth of 
the herb Is piotecled by the govern- 
ment In the Chinese empire. At one 
time the emperor detailed 10,000 Tar- 
tars to gather all that could be found 
In his don-aln 
Each man was obllced 


to give two pounds to lils majesty, and 
for -nhat lie succeeded in gathering aft- 
erward lie was repaid by its weight In 
f.ilver. 
TbK however, was no more 


than one-eighth of Its value, and soou 
It was exchanged e\enly for Its weight 
In gold, us Is otten the ca-»e at the 
present time. 


The American erop does not compafe 


at all favorably with that of Korea. 
In that countrj, however, it is found 
practicable to raise It in gardens, and 
here it Is impossible to produce good 
roots by so doing. It is a crime pun- 
ishable by death for a Korean to sell 
ginseng outside of ills own country 
without Imperial permission. Thus 
protected it forms one of the staple 
products of Korea and is much appre- 
ciated by tho Chinese owing to its su- 
perior tlavor. 
There is naturally a 


prejudice on the part of the Chinese to 
receive from the west anything so 
highly regarded by them. 
Up to the 


dawn of lire nineteenth century it was 
exported from America in small quan- 
tities, but as early at. ISIiU the ship- 
ments amounted to ne.irly $100,001) in 
one year. 


There seems to be an idea prevalent 


iu this country that the Chinese pow- 
der the roots and smoke them. This Is 
an error. It is never used as a quietus. 
Tho commoner classes eat it much as 
we do the common licorice root, but 
those who employ It most are the gran- 
dees and ex en the royal households. 


A truly oriental and luxurious man- 


ner of administering the powdered root 
obtains among the higher classes. By 
tiie highest caste the treatment Is tak- 
en during a period of 40 days once In 
two years. The patient Is taken to a 
beautiful garden where flowers are 
blooming, birds singing, water spar- 
kling from a fountain and visually 
where music is to be heard through the 
hours of tho day. In this retreat ho is 
told nothing of the outside world and 
Is allowed to receive no letters from 
friends for fear they might contain un- 
pleasant news.

ginseng powder, a soft yellow stuff 
with a slightly aromatic (laxor. As a 
natural consequence of his rest from 
trouble and worry the patient come 
forth In brighter spirit, and in this 
v/ay it is sounded abroad that It was 
tho ginseng treatment -which made him 
so.

COSTLY DECORATIONS A NECESSITY 


FOR PARADE EFFECT. 


Tbe Kf out Sm-r»«»*ul Creator of Tbe««

Nobody who Isn't iu the circus busi- 


ness can appreciate the value, in an 
advertising way, of spectacular pic- 
torial effects. Any circus which at- 
tempted to make the main round of 
Cities nowadays with the parade out- 
fits of some years ago would last about 
two weeks at the outside before going 
broke. People would judge It by Its 
parade and, seeing that the animal 
wagons and baud chariots weren't up 
to the mark, would infer that the en- 
tire show -\vas inferior, iu which Infer- 
ence they would probably be perfectly 
correct. So keen is competition now 
and to such a point of practical dis- 
,$erunieut has the public been educated 
that the big shows spend an amount 
of money on ornamentation alone that 
would make the ordinary business man 
gasp and denounce them as prodigally 
wasteful. There is one "chariot" now 
on the road that actually cost close 
to $10,000 when it was new, and it in- 
volves a large outlay every year to 
keep it brightened up with gold leaf 
and repairs of weather wear. 


On the inside these vehicles are 


strictly and rigidly economical. 3Sot a 
foot of space is wasted. Most of the 
wagons are full of paraphernalia, mar- 
velously packed by experts in that 
"line. Nothing can be learned from the 
exterior of th'e vehicle regarding its 
interior. 
Tbe magniilcent blue and 


gold chariot, worthy of the royalest of 
Bengal tigers, carries the layout of 
the ticket seller, while the wagon 


1 which limns forth on its gay sides the 
likeness of the ferocious rhinoceros is 
probably the habitat of the wardrobe 
woman and her outfit. Other magnifi- 
cent equipages of the wheeled proces- 
sion carry apparatus, clothing, trap- 
pings and fodder for the animals. 


Most of the animals themselves are 


left behind when the show goes out on 
parade, except those that march, such 
as the elephants and camels and a few 
of the big felines, taken along to roar 
enticingly. 
There have been cases 


where haste and confusion on the part 
of the showmen In preparing the pa- 
rade have resulted in the unmistakable 
roar of the king of beasts being heard 
from a wagon on whose panels coiled 
the mighty but comparatively voiceless 
boa constrictor, to tho vast amazement 
of the gathered public. 


Painting circus wagon panels is a 


distinct branch of art. 
Probably the 


academics would not so regard it, but 
nevertheless there is a certain breadtli 
of treatment ami dash required that 
are quite beyond the abilities of the 
ordinary practitioner of art, and tho 
pictured sides of tbe circus vans repre- 
sent some very good if rather hasty 
work. 


The most successful painter of this 


line of work in the couutrjr is an artirt 
of high abilities and reputation in a 
large western city. His reputation has 
been made as a portrait painter, and it 
would doubtless be a distinct detriment 
to his career were it known that ho 
paints circus wagons, but paint them 
he docs, and, what is more, ne delights 
In the work. This artist has always 
had a fancy that his real forte lay in 
landscape work with a sprinkling of 
animals. That the public and the crit- 
ics have always Insisted on differing 
with him has been a grief • to him. 
However, as he could earn a consider- 
able income by his portraits, he felt 
able to spend his spare time in painting 
animal and woodland scenes which no- 
body would buy. Then he got into the 
circus painting business, and not only 
was his ambition satisfied, but bis in- 
come was largely augmented. 


How it came about that this artist 


was induced to go into this lino of 
work probably nobody but he aud the 
showman who got him Into it knows. 
Every winter now whoa that show 
goes Into winter quarters the artist is 
summoned to the place and for weeks 
works away for dear life, designing 
and painting new wagon scenes. Among 
the show people be does not go under 
his own name, and he does not reveal 
at his home the business that.takes him 
away, every winter. In this line of 
work he has made all climes his own 
and will as readily paint an arctic ice- 
scape for the Siberian fox as an Af- 
rican oasis for tbe giraffe or a Rocky 
mountain fastness for the grizzly bear. 


For the envy of those orthodox paint- 


'"?rs who confine themselves within the

J ."day be said that he averages about f 40 
1 v a-day while working for the circus. To 
' Jfcthis he has to paint a wagon a day. 


- Of course It is impossible for him to do

He was 
announced as the "Hon. Abraham Lin- 
coln of Illinois" and came to Columbus 
under the auspices of the Young Men's 
Republican club, better known as the 
Wide Awakes. 
This was his first 


speech in Ohio. He spoke in the fore- 
noon to a large audience, and the late 
Hon. George M. Parsons was chair- 
man of the meeting. That evening he 
was escorted to the market house on 
Town street by a committee consisting 
of the Hon. E. L. Taylor, Sr.; Charles 
Scarlett, General James M. Comley, 
and Charley Wing, and he spoke for a 
second time. 


Mr. Lincoln stopped at the old Nell 


House, and when the committee mot 
him there to take him to the market 
house meeting they had a carriage at 
the door. "Oh, let's walk, boys!" And 
be started out with Taylor at his side, 
tht- great Republican leader covering 
about five feet in each step. Every 
one of the party was well winded ex- 
cept Lincoln when they reached the 
speaking place.—Columbus (0'.); Slate 
Journal.

there is scarcely a popular 


kind of game played in this country 
today but that its counterpart can be 
found in the age of the red man. They 
were gamblers, too, even to forfeiting 
the clothes tipon their backs, their 
wives or their liberty. Strange to say, 
the average school history has abound- 
ed In a description of the Indian In 
nearly every point except In the de- 
tails of the games he played. 


Relics of. the Indian bowling alley 


are rare except iu a few sections of the 
country, thus showing that the game 
was not a universal one, and of all the 
games which the Indian played bowl- 
Ing is undoubtedly the most remote, 
The Western Reserve of Ohio was one 
of the centers for the Indian bowlers. 
In several parts of Ashtabula county 
some of the older residents have these 
relics preserved, which they have pick 
ed up themselves in their early farnv 
Ing, usually In the open field. 


The balls used, instead of being 


large wooden ones, like those in use 
today, were made of light colored 
stone and ranged in size from an or 
dinary league ball down to the com- 
mon small toy rubber ball. 
The al- 


leys were built of wood, carved out to 
make a treasonably smooth surface 
The game was more to see how far 
one could roll rather than accuracy in 
striking the tenpins at the opposite 
cud of the alley. 
The alleys were 


built so long that, it is alleged, it wa 
a hard matter to roll one of these stone 
balls so that it would reach the end 
The Indians, too, kept a score, and 
like in all other games, they gambled. 


The Indians were Inveterate ball 


players and excellent "rooters." Theii 
game lasted usually from 9 o'clock h 
the morning till sundown. It was par 
tlcipated U» by from COO to 1,000 youut 
men, divided Into two sides, and tin 
games were witnessed by from 3,000 
to 5,000 men, women and children. 
who formed an Immense ring around 
the entire field. The enthusiastic In 
dian yells were not altogether unlike1 
the noises of the modern ball park. 
There was scarcely an intermission ol 
five minutes during the entire day. 


The game, however, resembled out 


football rather than baseball. When 
the ball was In the air, there were 
kicks and struggles, maimed limbs and 
bruised bodies, 
A prescribed line di- 


vided the "rooters" of the two sides, 
and across this line the gambling took 
place. Old men were selected as um- 
pires. Women on both sides brought 
the crude household goods of the fam- 
ily to the ball park to be staked on the 
game. Stakeholders guarded the goods;. 
The scene resembled 
two distinct 


camps, although there was not neces- 
sarily more than one tribe engaged 
In the game. 


There was a feature of the Indian 


game which will be new to the ball 
players of the present day. 
Several 


medicine men among the Choctaws sat 
all night on the spot where the ball 
was to be started next day and smoked 
to the Great Spirit who was to witness 
the game. The night before there also 
occurred what was known as the "ball 
play dance." 


Prior to the game each Indian was 


provided with two instruments which 
resembled our tennis rackets of today. 
The judges threw the ball in the air, 
and immediately hundreds of Indians 
started after it One finally succeeded 
in catching It between the large ends 
of the two "tennis rackets" and threw 
It "home," or between two poles, the 
limit of one side or the other. This 
would count one point toward the 
game, and the side getting 100 points 
first won. 
Often in the terrible strug- 


gle for the ball difficulties would arise 
between two slightly injured contest 
ants, and the game would stop until 
they settled tho dispute. The women 
also played ball. When the men were 
tired, they would announce a game be 
tween the women, and prizes would be 
awarded to the winning wives. 


Among the popular amusements dear 


to the lighter side of the American, a 
parallel for which has been found 
among the Indians, are the following: 
Bowling, hall playing, horse racing, 
foot racing, dancing, wrestling, check- 
ers. dominos, quoits, sham fights. 


Many things which some of us today 


may believe are contemporaneous only 
with the age in which we live by re- 
search may be found to have existed 
In the everyday life of the American 
Indian. 
Polygamy was practiced by 


certain tribes long before Joseph 
Smith founded the Mormon. belief. Va- 
por baths were enjoyed by the Indian 
before the white man came to disturb 
his hunting ground.— Chicago Chron- 
icle.

ney disease In particular. This suppo- 
sition was based, no doubt, upon the 
statements which may be found iu 
medical literature—that the dark meats 
contain very much more nitrogenous 
material and extractives than the light 
meats. 
la Nos. 43, 44 and 49 of the Berliner 


klinische Wocheuschrift Offer & Ko- 
eenquist publish the result of a series 
of careful analyses which do not agree 
with those of the older analyses. They 
•show some of the fallacies of previous 
investigators and come to the conclu- 
sion that, while the white meats of 
poultry, fish, etc., do In certain case* 
contain less nitrogenous and extractive 
materials, the average amount does not 
differ greatly enough in the white and 
dark meats to make either preferable. 


In concluding their article they state 


that if it is desirable to limit the 
amount of these deleterious food con- 
stituents we may accomplish the result 
ranch more certainly by limiting the 
amount of meat taken rather than by 
forbidding dark meats. 


It is a well known fact that almost 


all the food materials contain a propor- 
tion of waste matter, and this is de- 
sirable; most foods also contain con- 
stituents which in large quantities arc 
deleterious, but in smaller quantities 
may be beneficial. The extractives of 
meat, among the more important of 
which are lactic acid, butyric acid, 
acetic acid, etc., are by no means harm 
ful if taken In small quantities, as is or- 
dinarily the cose, and the same is true 
of the nitrogenous constituents. 


There can be little doubt, however, 


that these constituents do have a bad 
effect among ceitaiu people who eat 
large quantities of meat, and this evil 
is without question more prevalent iu 
America than In almost any othor part 
of the world. It arises from the fact 
that the meat supply Is comparatively 
large with us, and the people are rela 
tively prosperous and can afford to bi.. 
larger amounts of meat than people of 
most othor nations. 


Three heavy meat meals iu a day Is 


nothing unusual among certain classes 
of poople, and on nearly all of the bills 
of fare of loading restaurants and ho- 
tels the list of meats is as great or 
greater than that of vegetables. 
Vie 


would not decry the use of a reason- 
able amount of meat, but believe that 
disorders arising from uric acid dla 
thesis would be less frequent if v f 
wore accustomed to use the meats lei-s 
freely.—Philadelphia Medical Record.

1.1 of half hlddeu clauses attached 
10 appropriation bills, strangers often 
wonder how any one can keep track 
of the details and make sure that some 
of the minor laws are executed. When 
a bill is iu the last stages preceding 
completion, one member after another 
thinks of something he -uisbes to 
throw into it before the final vote is 
taken. It is perhaps a proviso that the 
secretary of the treasury shall do this, 
or that the secretary of the interior 
shall do that. 
Up springs another 


member, who wishes to make sure that 
the duty shall not be neglected and 
who therefore adds au amendment 
that the secretary shall report lo con- 
gress at each session so and so. And 
thus it goes into the permanent law 
of the land, adding one more to tlie 
multltude of tasks already assigned 
to the cabinet officer iu question, in- 
suring the compilation of one more 
public document which few persons 
outside will ever read and at which not 
one congressman in 30 will ever glance. 


But the work will be done aud the 


report made, as ordered by congress, 
for there is no one to utter a protest. 
It is uot the business of the head of a 
department to ask the reason why. It 
is enough for him that the luwmaklug 
power has Issued Its command uud fur- 
nished him with the uien ami the inou 
ey required to do the work. The clerUs 
who toil painfully through the process 
of collecting the data and preparing 
the report do not bother their bruins 
with the conundrum. Who la going to 
read it when it Is finished and Iu print': 
They are there simply to obey orders 
and draw their salaries. But how doi-.s 
any one keep track of tin- odds and 
ouds of laws tucked awny in budget 
bills and the UkoV When the accumu 
Union of statistics for a whole scssiou 
is bound up Iu a fat book In the chron 
ologlcul order of their approval by the 
president, how Is any one to dig out 
the details that the secretary of tlie 
treasury and the secretary of the In- 
terior uuidt know? 


This Is the work of digest clerks ami 


indcxers. who take each enactment 
and cut it Into bits. One bit in the leg 
islative appropriation act, another in 
the sundry civil act, a third Iu an ur- 
gent deficiency act, a fourth In a gen- 
eral deficiency act and a fifth perhaps 
in a special statute, all relate to one 
subject and belong together. 
Each 


subject has its proper place under one 
of tho broad heads, legislative, execu 
tlve or judicial, and agalu under one 
of the subcntegorles as pertaining to 
the senate or the department of the Iu 
terlor or the circuit court of appeals or 
what not. 
When, therefore, all the 


fragments of legislation for a session 
are shifted about and regrouped ac- 
cording to topics and tbe topics arrang- 
ed in their normal order, we have a 
very simple but effective digest for ref 
erence on any subject touched by con 
gross. 


With a pretty exhaustive index add- 


ed we can do either of two things- 
consult the Index for the specific title 
of >v certain subject or search the body 
of the book for tbe subject Itself, In its 
place In a certain Invariable order of 
topical sequence. For example, if we 
wish to ascertain how much It has cost 
to light the New York postofflce build 
Ing for a certain year, we may either 
look In the index under "New York' 
•or we may turn In the digest itself to 
the executive branch of the govern 
ment, there find the appropriations foi 
the treasury and in the group of public 
buildings under treasury jurisdiction 
follow the paragraphs down till w 
come to the particular building in 
which we are interested. 


So much for the convenience of the 


officers charged by law with such aud 
such duties. With the orderly distrl 
butlon of functions between the sev 
era! bureaus and divisions of each do 
partment there Is no difficulty in each 
functionary's learning from the digcs 
just what he Is to do and usually how 
he is to do It.

Wherein Sot even the Preiidevt 
Dare Intrude—Here Lairrern M«»t 
Ally urn Be Arrayed In Black. 
The United States supreme court is a 


ceaseless source of interest to the 
stranger in Washington. Even when 
tlie court is not in session the chamber 
in which it sits is viewed by a constant 
stream of visitors, who enter It with an 
air almost of reverence. Ordinarily it 
Is the dullest plate wbere men assem- 
ble to do business. 
Tbe decorum is 


painful, but this does not deter the 
American citizen who comes to inspect 
the seat of government from lingering 
fondly about the place. The manner 
of tbese pilgrims to the shrine of the 
law does not indicate any loss of re- 
spect by the plain people for this au- 
gust body. The two places iu Wash- 
ington where the "vandal stands in awe 
are the supreme court and the White 
House, and in the latter place the rule 
has not' been invariable. 
In all otheY 


public places may be found the dirty 
finger prints of the vandal. The mon- 
ument is cbipped, statues are marred, 
fragments are cut from the furniture 
and hangings of the senate and house 
of representatives, 
and names have 


been scratched into the marble and on 
the bronze doors, but something holds 
the most ruthless in check when he 
comes to the supreme court. 


This court is the one place where 


great formality is observed. It can- 
not justly be said that the ceremonious- 
ness of the ^supreme court is accom- 
panied with pomp and splendor, but 
there is about it a formality, reserve 
and enforced decorum which is intend- 
ed to be impressive and is so. When 
the hour comes for the court to con- 
vene, a barrier of velvet covered ropes 
Is stretched across the corridor so as to 
preserve a clear passage from the con- 
sulting room on one side of the corridor 
to the courtroom on the other. This 
blocks the passage from the house of 
representatives and the rotunda to the 
senate, and for the brief space of time 
it takes for the justices to pass into the 
court no one may go beyond the red 
Hues of ropes. 
Senators, representa- 


tives, the president himself, should he 
happen there, must wait The mem- 
bers of the court, the chief justice at 
their head, with their black robes 
wrapped about them, march in a sol- 
emn procession, single file, from the 
consultation room across the corridor, 
through the lobby of the court, to their 
places on the bench. 


This ceremony occurs whenever the 


court passes in or out of the court 
chamber, nnd there is invariably nt the 
hour of their assembling a crowd of 
curious strangers grouped on either 
side of the barrier to view this mani- 
festation of dignity. 
Many remove 


their bats as the court flics by, and on 
every face is an expression of respect 
and interest No expression of impa- 
tience escapes even the belated sena- 
tor who is delayed by this procession 
as be hurries to reach the sen"if cham- 
ber 1n time for prayer.

strangers are viewing thu diverted 
chamber they usually speak in whis- 
pers. An old white bearded colored 
man who sits at the door is the personi- 
fication of silence and dignity, and the 
sight of him is enough to make those 
even of frivolous mind grow grave and 
walk on their tiptoes. 
He, silently, 


with perfectly noiseless motion, opens 
the door to each clomei* and as noise- 
lessly closes It again or if the chamber 
is full stands with his back to the 
door and, without saying a word, keeps 
others from attempting to enter. News- 
paper reporters are not expected to sit 
in the supreme courtroom. If they en- 
ter, they are expected to be as other 
visitors and not attempt to take notes 
of the proceedings. A ready attendant' 
will at once interfere If a notebook Is 
drawn. 


When Chief Justice Fuller was In- 


stalled, an exception was made after 
much influence had been brought to 
bear and after long deliberation, and a 
certain limited number of newspaper 
men were provided with seats within 
the bar of the court. Probably half a 
dozen such were admitted, and on the 
desk provided for each were a quill pen 
and a little square bottle of ink, which 
they were expected to use. 


One day two lawyers met to front of 


the courtroom, and one reminded the 
other that though he had on a black 
coat his necktie was purple. The law- 
yer with the colored tie had been in the 
courtroom, but the other could not ven- 
ture In because, not expecting on leav- 
ing home that he would visit the capi- 
tol, he bad worn a light suit. Lawyers 
appearing within the bar of the court, 
though they are mere spectators, must 
wear black. 
What an awful thing 


would happen If one should appear be- 
fore the court In a light suit is not 
known, for no one has-Gad the temerity 
to try It. Tbe dignity and decorum of 
he court go a long way in prevent- 
ng that loss of respect that usually 
tomes from too great familiarity, and 
Its effect Is apparent to an observer.— 
Washington Star.

Sugar, starch, gum, dextrin, pectta«v, 


saccharlflable cellulose, organic acids 
and other extractive matters are, to- 
gether with water, the chief elements 
in pulp fruits.

Fruits which con- 
tain most of It, as bananas, dates and 
figs, are true bydrocarbonated foods. 
Extractive matters are also nourishing, 
but in a less degree, as they are not so 
digestible. With these and other rare 
exceptions, however, fruits, in the opin- 
ion of M. Ballacd, are little nutritive 
and cannot be considered as foods. 
Their juices, which please us by their 
smell or acidity, are condiments rather 
than foods.

Few men showed greater cleverness 


!n planning to get rich or more nerve 
In carrying; out the plan than old Peleg 
Keuyou, who died years ago in Grls- 
wold. Conn. 
Kenyon's acres were 


broud, his cattle wore sleek and fat, 
his fences were well kept up, his barns 
were big, and his house was In good 
repair, but he had no friends, aud be 
died alone and uncared for. Peleg was 
the son of a close fisted Yankee couple 
and was born in the house in which he 
died. His parents wanted him, to be a 
farmer, like his father. Peleg did $s 
they wished till the elder Kouyon died, 
when the boy was IT. He then told 
his mother that he was tired of farm 
life and was going to Boston, where 
he was sure he could "make his pile!'

There Peleg became a favorite because 
of his faithfulness and readiness tn do 
all sorts of odd jobs about the place, 
nnd Henderson himself soon placed un- 
limited cou'idence In the lanky watch- 
man. 
Meanwhile the latter, proliliiif 


by his machine shop training in work- 
ing metals, made duplicate keys to the 
cash box aud the big iron safe, com- 
bination keyli^s locks not having been 
Invented at that time. 
For two or 


three years lie made use of the false 
keys. 
Xight after 
nlt;ht he went 


through the cash box. often finding 
from S^.OOO to $:',,(HtO oash In hand that 
had been received too late for banking 
hours, but not enough to suit his pur- 
pose. 


One Saturday afternoon, after the 


banks had shut and just before the 
closing of the warehouse for the day, 
rash to the amount of $105,000 wa 
turned In to pay for a cargo of mo- 
lasses. 
The sai'e was considered lire 


aud burglar proof, and Henderson hac 
no hesitation in leaving tho money 
there. 
This was Peleg's opportunity 


Soon after dark he opened tbe safe 
wadded the money into his pockets am: 
took the next train for his old home 
By midnight ho was hiding his booty 
at 5 in the morning he was ou the truli 
returning to Boston ami, of course, was 
In his place at the warehouse on Mon- 
day morning when the day force came 
on. Naturally there was tremendous 
excitement when the theft was discov- 
ered, arid naturally I\eleg was ques- 
tioned minutely. He affected profound 
ignorance. No stranger hail been about 
tho place, he said, and he hadn't been 
away from it after dark. He couldn't 
offer the slightest suggestion. He made 
no effort to run awiiy, ami his employ- 
er still believed in him. 


But a few days later, urged by the 


police, Henderson caused Peleg's ar- 
rest, lie took it coolly—too coolly, in 
fuel—and, Henderson's faith beginning 
to waver, he went to the jail and put 
the watchman through another course 
of questions. Then Kenyon owned up, 
to the infinite disgust and indignation 
of Henderson, who threatened impris- 
onment.

freedom if he would return the money. 
Peleg laughed at him and also at sev- 
eral more favorable propositions aud 
then made a 'counter proposition to re- 
turn $30;00(J, retaining $75,000 if Hen- 
derson would sign a paper agreeing 
not to prosecute. 
Henderson refused 


at first, but yielded after six weeks' 
delay, becoming pressed for ready 
funds. 


Peleg went home, crawled under the 


stable, fetched out the cash, gave $30,- 
000 to Henderson and pocketed the re- 
mainder. Then he went into the house, 
put the money down in front of his 
mother" and declared that, having 
''made his pile." he was ready to share 
jt with her. She declined to have any- 
thing to do with him.- and ,Jie 
back to Boston, made investments in 
city and suburban real estate and grew 
richer every year. Every business ven- 
ture he made turned out well, though 
socially he was ostracized. In time his 
mother died, and he returned to the 
old farm, which he made the finest in 
the county. He was worth 5700,000 
when he died, sitting bolt upright be- 
fore a pile of gold aud bank notes. 
With the purpose of partial restitution, 
no doubt, all his property was willed to 
the heirs of Henry Henderson.-— New 
York Press.

It 4ominates 
the situation and independent dealers 
can affect but little the general mar- 
ket. 


Local retailers today have advanced 


.he price of beef, pork and mutton 
three cents per pound. The retailer 
generally stands any small advance in 
the wholesale price but $1.50 on a hun- 
dred means about three cents a pound 
to the retailer and that is about his 
profits. It means that when you order 
your sirloin that you have been paying 
twenty-five cents per pound for that in 
the future you will pay twenty-eight 
cents. 


Rebellion is rife among the smaller 


dealers. Their protests that the ad- 
vanced prices have driven away many 
customers who cannot afford to pay 
the new prices, keep the wholesalers 
busy. The 
complaints come 
from 


every quarter, and thew.retail dealers 
in the smaller cities in the east will 
feel the advance more than anybody 
else. In order to meet the consumers 
half way the retail dealers will have 
to sacrifice a good deal, and the result 
will be extensive injury to the retail 
business all over the country. The pre- 
valent idea that the advance prices 
will continue in force all summer, and 
possibly late into the fall offers little 
hope and the proposition that faces the
